the ſame: but are rather deſigned for a Preparative 
and Manuduttion to the promoting of both. 

T he firſt thing here aimed at, was Breyity : and 
therefort, as the Poſitions are not many, ſo the Scrip- 
ture-proofs for the juſtification of the chiefeſt paſſages 
\þ in them, are deſignedly ſing'e. And yet becauſe the 
cited Scriptures, and perhaps alſo the Poſitions them- 
ſeives, may ſeem too numerous for young Beginners ; 
it may be convenient ts make choice of ſome of the 
more eaſy and important Notes, with ſome of their 
moſt neceſſary Proofs, for the firſt Eſſay ; and after- 
wards to have recourſe to the remainder, as further 
occaſion and abilities zhall invite. / 

The next thing endeavoured,was Plainneſs: and 
for that reaſon, all citations of humane Authors, and 
other curioſities of Learning, are wholly forborn. And 
| fo make the F xpoſitions yet more plain, the Teacher is 
tobe entreated, in bu illuſtrating the Points to be 
proved, to give ſome familiar diſcovery of their con- 
formity to the words or ſcope of the Marginal Texts, 
diftinily pointed to for that purpoſe. 

The laſt thing projeted, was the delineation of 
ſuch 4 compaſs of Catechiſtical Dedrines, as might
